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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed is vacated. If the issue 
fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or request that the fee be 
credited to a deposit account.

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The declaration does not set forth the error(s) that are to be corrected by the 
reissue. The current declaration sets forth that applicant did not recognize that a 
hardfacing having particle sizes between 16 and 40 was patentable. The original claims 
set forth this size range. The error which applicant is attempting to correct must be 
clearly set forth. 

Claims 1-4,7-29,31-33,35-37 and 39-41 are rejected as being based upon a 
defective reissue declaration under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 
1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the declaration is set forth in the discussion above 
in this Office action. 

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 251 as being broadened in a reissue 
application filed outside the two year statutory period. No claims have ever been 
presented in which the mesh size was not set forth. A claim is broader in scope than the 
original claims if it contains within its scope any conceivable product or process which 
would have infringed the original patent. A claim is broadened if it is broader in any one 
respect even though it may be narrower in other respects. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not set forth the lower limit 
of 19 per cent by weight spherical cast tungsten. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 31 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 f second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claim 28 sets forth that the size is between 16 and 40 mesh. Claim 
31 sets forth the size being greater than 80 to 200 mesh. This range is outside of the 
16-40 range and claim 31 cannot depend from claim 28. Claim 32 sets forth the range 
being greater than 80 to 200 mesh while claim 35 depends therefrom and sets forth the 
range of 16-40 mesh. Again this range is outside of the range set forth in the 
independent claim. 

Also since amendments A-C were improper and only amendment D was proper, 
a new amendment E canceling claims 5,6,30,34 and 38 is required.
